COBB UNSEATED IN THE HOUSE 


A Decision Made 
by Temporary 


Speaker Barrett Causes 


Excitement. 


WASHINGTON, April 21.—Tb* centte 


spent the day on the Indian appropria- 
tion bill, but did not complete it. The 
sectarian school question was .taken up 
late in the day and brought out an ani- 
mated debate, Senator! Gallinger, Tel- 
lir and Ilmreton opposing and Senators 
Grar and Pettlgrew supporting the 
amendment offered by Mr. Cockrell, ex- 
tending for two years the time for the 
entire abandonment of sectarian schools, 
Final action on the question was not 
reached. Most of the day was given to 
the contest against the legal claims in 
connection with .the western Cherokee 
settlement and the items were finally 
agreed to. 


Ur. Chandler moved an amendment 


to the provision for the payment of the 
attorneys of the Cherokee settlers, re- 
quiring the balance due to the western 
Cherokee Indians to be retained in the 
treasury, and allowing the 
persons 


making claims for legal services to sue 


, in the court of claims. He spoke in op- 


position to the claims. 
After a pro- 


tracted debate a yea and nay vole was 
taken on the amendment and it was de- 
feated, 15 to 30. The claims were then 
agreed to without division and the pro. 
visions relating to the Indian schools 
were taken up. 


Tbe pending question was on the 


amendment heretofore offered by Mr. 
Cockrell, Democrat of Missouri, declar- 
ing it to be the settled policy of the gov- 
ernment to make no appropriations to 
sectarian schools as soon as provision 
can otherwise be made for Indian chil- 
dren, and directing the secretary of the 
interior to make such provisions not 
later than 1898. 


Mr. Gallinger, Republican of New 


Hampshire, opposed the amendment as 
an unnecessary modification of the pol- 
icy to substitute government for secta- 
rian schools, and urged that no Indian 
children would be denied education l>y 
reason of a speedy change. 


Mr. Pettigrew, in charge ol the bill, 


eaid an immediate abandonment of the 
. contract schools would leave a number 
of children without schools. The sena- 
tor eaid be was willing to accept the 
Cockrell amendment. "Tbe continued 
Appropriation of money for sectarian 
Sirpoaes," continued Mr. Gallinger, 


a violation and a reproach to the let- 


ter and spirit of the constitution of the 
United States. I believe that no appro- 
priation for sectarian purposes should 
be made. That is the American doc- 
trine." 


Mr. George, Democrat of Georgia, op- 


posed any delay in giving up sectarian 
achoole, which were a standing violation 
to tbe constitution as well ai a manifest 
injustice to denominations now recelv- 


Mr. Barrett was deaf to the clamor,. 
fusing to recognize them for any pu 
pose unless Mr. Daniels yielded. 


Mr. Balley, with Hashed face, inaiatet! 


upon recognition for a parliamentary! 
uuiry as a right, not as a courtesy, an 
shouted above the storm of protests o 
tbe Democratic side that if the occnpati 
of the chair had any knowledge, of tb 
rules he would know that a parlime 
tary inquiry waa always in order. Bu 
Mr. Barrett waa obdurate. Juat as th 
strain waa growing intense, Speake 
Reed, who bad been hurriedly Bum 
moned from bis private room in the rea 
of the lobby, ascended the rostrum. U 
took in the situation at a glance. Th 
trouble had arisen, he explained quietly 
to the irate Democrats, from a miaun 
demanding on the part of the tempo 
rary occupant of the chair. 


"Ignorance, not misunderstanding, 


ahouted Mr. Bailey. 


The speaker called 'Mr. Bailey to o 


der with a bang of his gavel, and con 
tinued that Mr. Barrett, underatandin 
that but one and a half hours bad bee 
allowed on a aide, had sought to carr 
out what he conceived to be the unde 
standing. 


Mr. Cobb WM recocniied and pro- 


ceeded and the excitement quickly aut> 
Bided. 


At tbe conclusion of Mr. Oobb'a re 


marks, Mr. Daniels closed for the ma 
jority. 


The majority resolutions were divided

titled to the eeat, wae adopted viv 
voce, but the quorum failed, 121 to 4 
on the resolution declaring Mr. Good 
win entitled to the seat, and at 5.50 p 
m. the house adjourned.

HOUSE. 


WASIIKGTOM, April 21.—The house 


today unseated James E. Cobb, Demo- 
crat representing the fifth Alabama dis- 
trict, and voted, 121 to 45, to neat Albert 
T. Goodwin, Populist; but the point of 
no quorum being made, the house ad- 
journed with the final vote still pend- 
ing. Five Republicans voted with tbe 
Democrats to recommit tbe caee, with 
instructions to the committee to permit 
the contestant to offer testimony in re- 
buttal. On the face of the returns Mr. 
Cobb had a majority of 508 votea. 


Mr. Royce, Republican of Indiana, 


who opened the debate, said that the 
white counties in the district gave Mr. 
Goodwin a majority of 3612, whiie the 
three black counties returned majori- 
ties so large for Mr. Oobb aa to overcome 
the majority for Mr. Goodwin in the 
white counties. The testimony,he said, 
showed extensive frauds in the black 
counties which warranted a reduction of 
Mr. Cobb'a vote by 2866, thus giving the 
contestant 2360 plurality. 


Mr. Bartlett, Democrat of Georgia, in 


behalf of the minority, argued that 
the contestant had been denied no op- 
portunity to meet testimony adduced 
in support of the charges of fraud. He 
declared that fraud waa not to be pre- 
sumed except upon the strongest proof. 


Mr. Cobb. the conteatee, took tbe 


floor and made an hour'a speech in his 
own behalf. 


An exciting Incident occurred toward 


the cloae of Mr. Cobb's remarks. Mr. 
Barrett, Republican of Massachusetts, 
who waa temporarily in the chair, let 
the hammer fall, and witb the an- 
nouncement that the time of the minor- 
ity side had expired, recognized Mr. 
Daniels of New York, chairman of the 
elections committee. Mr. Cobb indig- 
nantly protested that he could not be 
taken off the floor f that he had an 
hour in hia own right. Mr. Bailey, 
Democrat of Texas; Turner, Democrat 
of Georgia; Mr. McMillan, Democrat 
of Tennessee, and several other Demo- 
crats jumped to th":r feet nnd demand- 
ed recognition ftp matters of privilege

SCOTT JACKSON 
ON 
TRIAL 


Pearl 
The Alleged Murderer of 


Bryan in Court. 


CINCINNATI, April 21.—The trial of 


Scott Jackson, for the murder of Pearl 
Bryan, began at Newport today and 
made speed in securing a jury that 
astonished the court and tbe counsel on 
both aides. 


George Washington 
and

Washington, father and eon, are on op- 
posite aides in the caee. There were 
crowds of people in the street curious to 
aee Jackson, but no excitement other 
than that of curiosity. 


In juat three and a half hours after 


the court convened the jury waa sworn 
in 'from a venire of one hundred men. 
Nearly all are merchants, ten are 
Germane, or German descent, one is 
Irish'and one of English descent. There 
is not a native born Kentuckiau in the 
juiry. 


Aft.fterthe jury waa aworn, the court 


ordered the prosecution and defense to 
read a liat of their witnesses. Colonel 
Crawford, for the defense, gave notice of 
exceptions 10 this order. 
Common- 


wealth Attorney Lockhart read the in- 
dictment and stated what the line of the 
prosecution would be. In this he an- 
nounced the purpose to attack Jackson's 
character, showing he lived a double 
life.

Tbe first witness called was John 


Ruling, the boy who found the dead 
body of Miss Bryan. The second wit- 
ness, Dr. W. S. Tingley, who saw the 
body two hours after ita discovery, and 
who attended both post morteme, gave 
expert testimony. He said that tho girl 
must have bean killed where the body 
wae found; that the knife that cut her 
head off was a aharp instrument and the 
hand that wielded it a skilled hand. 
The defeuae objected, was overruled and 
took exceptions. 


Jackson waa calm all day and took 


notice of the proceedings, and particu- 
larly of the testimony. He waa taken 
back to jail without being handcuffed. 


Killed by a Powder Blnst.

Ooglan, a miner employed in the Rose 
mine at Lone Valley, was instantly 
killed by a blast last night. According 
to information sent by telephone Goglan 
wna in the mine In th'e act of preparing 
to discharge a "shot" when the accident 
occurred, but whether the btaat had 
been put in and was prematurely die- 
charged, or the powder exploded before 
it was placed in the rock, there is no 
way of tailing. So far as known Cozlan 
had no relatives in thia country.

DECISION OF THE CONFERENCE 


Yonng Valentine Brown Assaults 


Dr. McLean at the Close of 


tbe Meeting.

SAN FHANCIBCO, April 21.—Rev. C. O. 


Brown appeared before the Bay Con- 
ference of Congregational ministers and 
laymen ttoday to defend himself. A 
resolution wag introduced declaring that 
Brown should be indefinitely suspended 
From the conference until he had proven 
hlmoelf innocent of the charge of im- 
morality and unminiBterial conduct on 
which he waa tried and partially -ac- 
quitted by ttie Congregational council a 
:ew weeks ago. 


Beacon Brown took the platform. He 


eaid that public sentiment muet not in- 
terfere with the deliberations of the 
church, for in this case the public was 
nut the judge. Tbe council had found 
that there waa not oufficient evidence to 
convict Dr. Brown, atid wanted to know 
low a conviction was to be had now, 
when there was no new evidence. 


Dr. J. L. McLean followed in a severe 


irraignment of the accused pastor. He 
aid that he could deliver himself of all 
hat he had to say in twelve minutes or 
n 
thirty minutes. The conferenco 


ranted to him and Dr. Brown unlim- 
ted time in which to speak. 


Dr. McLean said: "I went into the 
otincil, of which I bad the honor to be 
noderator, with the thought that Dr. 
Brown would be acquitted of the chargea 
gainst him. As the trial went on a 
ickening feeling crept' into my heart, 
nd as the evidence continued it grew 
nd grew and grew, until it seemed 
oiled about my heart like some black 
nd damning serpent. 'The proceedings 
oday are a logical sequel of the work of 
he council. 
That council waa not 


ailed to judge of the innocence or the

"H:id the membnra of thb council be- 


hoved me guilty, thpy would not have 
clothed thtir verdict in such ambiguous 
InnfiiuAgB that the entire secular prnnti of 
California interpreted it to mean juat 
tlio opposite. 


"Tho f ratn*>ra of that verdict knew the 


value of worde, and they know how to 
juggle with language. If they did not 
mean my acquittal why did they add 


hope and solemnize H by the sweetness 
of prayer—the boiw that my future 
would be more fruitful than my past? 
What future? In a lawyer's office? 
No. They meant in the ministry, or 
this was cruel sarcasm. 


"The burden of 
the accusations 


against me this afternoon tended to 
show.that I ha 1 connived at the diaap- 
pearanco of Mre.

All thia you cuuld 
have found, Deacon Williams, hud you 
looked for it instead of hunting for 
lodging houses." 


The pastor continued: "Oh, might 


not some reference have been made to 
these works? Surely I deserved some 
little recognition. I oak my brethren 
again that something more in the nature 
of testimony be adduced before I am 
condemned. I would rather have you 
bind my hands behind my back and have 
six men in an adjoining room ready to 
ehopt than have you pass this judgment 
againet me. In the name of God, I say 
to you, dear brothers, don't shoot." 


The audience waa then dismissed and 


the resolution waa adopted by a vote of 
49 to 32. The moderator announced the 
suspension of Dr. Brown and the con- 
ference adjourned. 


In a short time Dr. and Mra. Brown 


were surrounded by ajnumber of sympa- 
thizers in the body of the church who 
made loud promises to support him in 
the future. Nearly all the delegates had 
retired, when suddenly there waa an ex- 
citing scene in one corner of the church. 


The Rev. J. K. McLean, who waa 


moderator at the late ecclesiastical coun- 
cil, wae a little late in leaving the body 
of the church. He had taken a decided 
stand against Dr. Brown in the proceed- 
ings of the day. While the minister 
waa talking 
to a friend, Valentine 


Brown, Dr. Brown's sou, ruahed up to 
Dr. McLean and in a very threatening 
manner Bald: "How dare you vote 
againat my father?

MONTGOMKHY, Ala., April 21.—Five 


hundred Democrats here today attend- 
ing the Democratic state convention, 
were horriiled by a tragedy at the de- 
pot. 


The platform was crowded at 7.30 


o'clock thie morning when 'Bob Ken- 
nedy, sheriff of Dallas county, Ala., 
stepped out with a double-barreled 
ahotgun and opened fire upon two 
brothers, Percy and Mardia Wood, both 
citizens of Selma. When the brothers 
flaw Kennedy they ran for places of 
safety, but before this could be reached, 
Kennedy shot Percy Wood, inflicting a 
fatal wound.

Tho town ol Waterloo, in tho Btatc o! 


Iowa, ia the latest place to suffer from 
an attack of strolling evangelist. The 
evangelist from whom it is Buffering is 
named Williams, and his mouth ie o 
the eruptive variety frequent among hii 
kind. Recently this clerical touria! 
took exception to a newspaper report o 
one of his meetings anil from his pulpit 
denounced the reporter as a "black- 
hearted 
liar." 
Ho also said thai 


"Waterloo ia aa rotten as h—1," and 
otherwise mado himself person 
grata among a large part of the popula- 
tion of the place. The resulting feel 
ing in the community is almost any- 
thing but religious iu its character. 


Attention ifl called to this case becatui 


it is of recent occurrence and is alec 
pretty fairly typical of too many others 
The business of perambulating the coun 
try in order to save souls, and, incident- 
ally, with an eye out for dollars, ap- 
peare to be eo good that it attracta some 
undesirable characters to it. The result, 
in some o£ its fakish features, some- 
times ia nauseating. We have, for in- 
ftance, "cowboy evangelists," "Indian 
evangelists," "ex-pugilist evangelists' 
and evangelists in all eorta of unholj 
combination, the object in every in- 
stance very evidently being to advertise 
the man by the incongruity of his title. 
The method would be quite fitting in the 
case of a traveling circus. 


It ia not loup since a "cowboy evan- 


gelist" was whipped at Dos Palos for 
attacking the reputation oi respectable 
citizene of that place. It was not long 
before that tbat the desertion o£ his 
family by an evangelist who had labored 
in this state was exploited in the pa- 
pers. The Waterloo man who needed a 
vocabulary including eucb expressions 
as "black-hearted liar" in order to 
preach "Christ, and Uim crncifled," 
has -now placed himself in evidence. 
Evangelist Johnson, with his ideas of 
the Fresno girle, is yet in unpleasant 
memory here.. And such caeea are far 
from infrequent. 


If the churches do not desire mate- 


rially to impair their usefulness, they 
need be more careful not to welcome 
these Btrollers, 
Doubtless there are 


very good men among the evangelists, 
bat there u aufficient evidence that the 
profession attracts also the dierepuubles 
or injudicious. Why should it not? It 
aisures a comfortable living, or some- 
thing approaching it, and ouch livings 
are rather difficult to obtain in these 
timen. Ei-puu'iUsts, ei-actora, ex-cow- 
bojB, etc., may be delegated by the 
Lord to the work of Raving eonls, but 
He should be very careful to give them 
uret-cUea credentials, for 
the 
little 


floclu whom they visit are entitled to 
positive proof that thw* wandering 
•hepherdi have been duly called to the 
work. The ckeptical world is entitled 
to remember that an ail-abeorbing love 
of toul* Li not generally evolved from 
the ityle ol life led by pugUiat, cowboy 
or actor.

teresting eeeslon yesterday, considerable 
business of importance being transacted. 
In the matter of a .petition of J. H. La

district No. 5 in favor of the Los, Palmae 
Vineyard Company for $35 for right of 
way [or the road. 


The application-of the trustees of tbe 


Auberry school district to issue bonds 
was referred back to tbe trustees, it ap- 
pearing that the proceedings in voting 
the bonds were •irregular. 


The petition of 0. A. Scales and 319 


other prominent citizens for the appoint- 
ment of a food inspector was then taken 
up. It met with a favorable'reception 
and the office waa thereupon created. 
The board had two applicants for the 
position, Dr. C. H. Adair, county health 
officer, and Dwight M. 'Blalsdell. Dr. 
Adalr wae thd unanimous choice and 
compensation was fixed at,$50 a month. 


Dr. Adair will perform his duties ae 


:ood inspector ia conjunction with those 
of the position of health officer. 
He 


will be required to keep a close watch 
on dairies, slaughter houses, produce 
stands, etc., to see that they are kept in 
a proper condition. Hia authority giv«s 
him considerable arbitrary power in the 
enforcement of hia instructions. 


J. G. Ferguson sent a communication 


>o the board complaining that the road 
letween Egfterti' vineyard and Ulovie ia 
looded at a certain point. Upon invea 
tigation it waa found that the county 
loes not own the road in question. It

When the lads in red shirts and the 
iseiea in poke bonneta had filed into 
ie auditorium and taken their seats no 
ime waa lost in getting to bueineae. 
Irigadier Keppel and Major Malon ap- 
>eared on the stage and made a sign. 
The band struck up "We're Sure to 
Win," and Mrs. Booth-Tucker, accom- 
panied by Major Alice Lewia of London, 
same forward und took aeata in tho cen- 
ter of the platform.

It ia almost universally 
conceded that General Booth ranks with 
Biemarck, Leo III and Gladstone as one 
of the great old men of the age. The 
General's daughter is worthy of her 
aire. In her addreaa aho strove to make 
her hearers feel her desire to become 
Americanized by proxy at all events, 
her husband having already declared 
hia intcntiona. Whether this wero a 
political move to offset her brother's de- 
tection, was not a vexed question last 
night. All present gave themselves up 
to bhe spell of a woman who had come 
from the mother country to tfill ol her 
mission to America, to H people apeak- 
ing the mother tongue and proud of the 
Salvation Army and ita principles.

proper course to pureue with the frosted 
grapevines. 
Following is an extract 


from Professor HiiPDiaim'B letter: 


"My opinion is that if even tbe tope 


ol the vines have been frosted tbe 
bunche? will drop and will not amount 
to anything. Cutting or breakinp off 
the frosted ehoots ia the beet method, as 
tbe reserve buds will then puah oat and 
often make a fair crop. In 1887 my 
vineyard was frozen black the 13th of 
May, when tbe young ehoota were a foot 
long. My eons and myeelt cut off all 
the frozen shoots close to the wood, and 
in about two weeke the reserve bude 
pushed out and made a crop ot about 
three tone to the acre of tbe nicest, 
cleanest grapes I have yet seen, high in 
Hugar. It ia laborious, however, as it 
took three of us a week to go over 
twenty acres. J* the frozen abouta are 
left, especially when it happens to them 
at this stage, the frozen eap sours tbe 
wood. Here the vineyards are nearly all 
frosted and our ouly hope ia in the 
eecondary 
bud." 


A letter of tbe earne import was also 


received by Mr. Roeding from Prof, 
liayno of "the State University, wbo 
urges that tbe froetcd shoots bo removed 
at once to prevent sap poisoning. He 
even goes eo far as to state that if tbe 
frozen ehoots are allowed to remain 
the sap will eat back and injure next 
year's crop. Prof Hayne says the same 
applies to all kinds ot froetcd 
fruit 


trees.
